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Water causes damage at courthouse

County officials were called 
to the Fulton County Courthouse 
Saturday morning, after a water 
pipe froze and burst in one of the 
highest points of the Moulton 
Street location. 

Fulton County Detention 
Center work crews were at the 
scene clearing snow and ice 
from the sidewalk areas, when 
alarms sounded around 9 a.m., 
and maintenance personnel were 
called for an inspection. 


Once inside the Courthouse, 
water was already evident in 
areas of the first floor, which 
was traced to the ruptured pipe 
located inside the clock tower on 
the upper northern side. 

After water was turned off to 
the building, crew workers from 
the Detention Center began using 
mops and vacuums to clean 
up the damage, with District 
Judge Hunter Whitesell, Circuit 
Clerk Sarah Johnson and Judge-

State of Emergency for 
City, fairs well overall 


The coldest night in Hickman 
occurred early Tuesday morn¬ 
ing, Feb. 17 when the low dipped 
down to one degree, according to 
the Kentucky Mesonet weather 
station located on the grounds of 
the Fulton County Schools. That 
followed the over one inch of 
precipitation received on Mon¬ 
day, Feb. 16, which is equal up 
to 14 inches of snow depending 
on the density of the snow, clos¬ 
ing many businesses, schools for 
more than a week and even some 
churches. 

More snow fell again on Tues¬ 
day night, Feb. 17 and Wednes¬ 
day morning, Feb. 18 adding to 
what was still on the ground. 


People were busy aiding each 
other, cleaning driveways and 
parking lots the best they could. 
Main roads were becoming eas¬ 
ier to navigate. 

Sleet and freezing rain began 
following on Friday, Feb. 20, 
adding to the already hazardous 
road conditions, especially on 
back roads and signed streets. 
Tuesday, Feb. 17 through Sunday, 
Feb. 22, Fulton County Dispatch 
received 27 reports of vehicles 
off road and needing assistance, 
with one emergency escort and 
12 motor vehicle accidents with 
property damage but no injuries.

County schools to 
makeup missed days

As of Tuesday, Feb. 24, Fulton 
County students will need to 
makeup three days of school. 
Schools were closed beginning 
Monday, Feb. 16 for inclement 
weather and remained closed 
through Tuesday, Feb. 24 due 
to unfavorable road conditions. 
Fulton County Schools 
Superintendent Aaron Collins 
will recommend to the board to 
attend school on March 13, April 
3, and May 21. 

During the school board 
meeting last Thursday, Supt. 
Collins noted that the original 
school calendar (2014-2015) 
included 175 school days. “Under 
KRS 159.15700 students have to 
be in school 170 days or 1,062 
hours,” stated Supt. Collins. 


“Once we miss more than a week, 
adjustments will need to be made 
to the 2014-2015 calendar.” 

On Tuesday, Feb. 24, Supt. 
Collins announced that school 
would be back in session on 
Wednesday, Feb. 25 with a one 
hour delay. 

Makeup days for teachers, 
however, is different than for 
students. “Teachers have already 
made up two work days this week 
(Monday, Feb. 23 and Tuesday, 
Feb. 24),” he said. “They were 
two great days of professional 
development as we worked on 
planning, preparing for the big 
push until spring break. We are 
ready!” 

Additional days will be added 
on to the end of the school

Ricky Parnell met with state 
representatives regarding the is¬ 
sue in early February. “A genu¬ 
ine effort to analyze all the is¬

No part of Kentucky was spared 
the record-breaking snowfall and 
sub-zero temperatures this week. 
As schools, businesses and many 
government agencies had to close, 
so did the General Assembly due 
to the hazardous weather. When 
weather emergencies such as this 
occur, and so many counties and 
even the governor declare states 
of emergency, ensuring safety and 
helping those in trouble due to the 
extreme conditions take priority. 
I hope you and your family have 
remained safe and secure throughout 
the winter storms. 

Having missed Tuesday and 
Wednesday following the Presidents’ 
Day holiday, the Senate was back to 
work on Thursday and Friday with 
both committee meetings and action 
on the Senate Chamber floor. 

Legislation that would protect 
freedom of religious and political 
expression without the threat of 
censorship by school administrators 
was passed on Thursday. This bill, 
known as Senate Bill 71, would 
protect students who voluntarily 
express these perspectives in 
schoolwork, participate in affiliated 
groups, and who are invited to 
deliver speeches. In short, SB 71 
will ensure students and groups 
with religious and/or political 
affiliation have the same access and 
ability to express themselves as all 
groups, as long as they abide by the 
constitution. 

The Senate addressed judicial 
redistricting with the passage of 
Senate Bill 49 that would require 
the Supreme Court to adjust the 
Commonwealth’s judicial circuits 
and districts and the judicial 
assignments based on population 
changes in the same years as 
legislative redistricting is required. 
It has been over sixty years since 
judicial districts in Kentucky have 
been updated. This has left some 
courts with overwhelmingly large 
caseloads, while others have a 
relatively small number to hear. This 
creates a problem for those seeking 
justice. It also places a burden on 
Kentucky’s budget. Kentucky has 
95 non-family circuit judges with an 
average caseload of 1,209 filings per 
year, but some circuits have almost 
double the average caseload. 

Legislation to provide a cushion 
to help agriculture producers 
of poultry, now Kentucky’s #1 
agriculture product, passed as well. 
This measure, known as Senate 
Bill 106, would allow a ten percent 
variance on the weight of a truck 
transporting chickens. 

On Friday we passed a measure 
that will benefit education in the 
Commonwealth. Senate Bill 16 
promotes computer science and 
computer programming classes in 
our schools, because of the projected 
future demand for related skills in 
the job market. 

Also on Friday, we approved 
Senate Bill 89, which relates 
to firearms sales to current and 
retired employees. Senate Bill 89 
would allow state employees with 
government-issued firearms that 
are being replaced to purchase their 
firearms from the agency.

Dear Dave, 

I’m 30 and debt-free. Do you 
think I should stop making 
contributions to 

my 401(k) account for a year in 
order to save up an emergency 
fund? 


Beth 


Dear Beth, 

Yes, I do. But it shouldn’t 
take you a year to set aside an 
emergency fund if you’re debt- 
free and making decent money 
at your job. Just make it part of 
your monthly budget plan, grit 
your teeth and do it! 

I recommend that people put off 
or stop investing until they are 
debt-free, except for their home, 
and have an emergency fund of 
three to six months of expenses in 
place. In some cases, depending 
on how much debt they have, it 
could take three or four years to 
do all this. I know it seems like 
a long time, but it’s really not in 
the grand scheme of things. 
Here’s the way I look at it. If 


you have no emergency fund, 
but you’re contributing to your 
401(k), there’s a good chance 
you’ll end up cashing out your 
401(k) if a large, unexpected 
expense comes along. When 
you cash out a 401(k) early, you 
get hit with a penalty plus your 
tax rate. That’s not a good plan! 
That’s just one of the reasons I 
tell people to have an emergency 
fund in place before they start 
investing!

Dear Dave, 

I have a question about home 
warranties. Are they a waste 
of money if you already have a 
fully-funded emergency fund, 
with six months of expenses or 
more set aside?

Dear Andy, 

In my opinion, they’re a waste of 
money even if you don’t have that 
much set aside for emergencies. 
I recommend an emergency 


fund of three to six months of 
expenses to cover the unexpected 
things that life will throw at you. 
This amount of cash, sitting in a 
good money market account with 
check writing privileges, will give 
you easy access in the event of a 
financial emergency. I don’t do 
extended warranties of any kind, 
Andy. They’re not a good deal. 
You’re better off to self-insure 
against things breaking down, 
and put what would have been 
profit and marketing dollars for 
the extended warranty company 
in your own pocket!

FEBRUARY 2015 
Williamsburg would be a dot 
left off in the mountains of eastern 
Kentucky if not for Interstate 75 
rambling north out of Knoxville 
on the way to Cincinnati and 
beyond. A pretty place perched 
upon a handsome hill, to steal 
paraphrase from Mark Twain. 
Its downtown is tiny, a few old 
buildings including a movie 
theatre with a large marquee. 
The business district sits in the 
shadow of the University of the 
Cumberlands, a nicely laid out 
campus with multiple churchlike 
spires pointed heavenward. The 
place looks like Virginia and 
what you’d expect to see around 
Monticello. A destination just for 
the walking. In that downtown a 
block from the marquee is an old 
neon Rexall Drug sign for a store 
still operating. Inside, it’s not just 
a pharmacy but a place for all 
wants and needs. Candy cigarettes 
adorn shelves of peppermints 
and caramels. A stock of blue 
jeans in various sizes against 
a far wall. The smell of boiled 
peanuts if memory serves. And 
one of those rotating spindles 
of postcards. Fluorescent bulbs 
hummed with a blue tone as we 


made our way next to a window 
to sample the postcard selection. 
Most were sun faded. The cars in 
some pictures dated to the 1970s. 
It was a step back in time. It’s not 
uncommon to see one of three 
things in any downtown I’ve 
arrived at in Kentucky. Large 
or small, occupied or vacant, 
they all include either a Bank, a 
Barber, or a Drug Store, usually 
all three. Hickman has remnants 
of the three, albeit in ghost form 
downtown. The drive through 
window of The Citizens Bank 
is bricked up these days, but for 
years was the main office before 
moving to the bypass. It was a 
downtown lobby straight out of 
the 1960s anytime you went in 
there. Directly across the street 
from the view of the teller would 
have been the City Barber Shop, 
the corner pillar painted the 
familiar red, white, and blue swirl. 
It was torn down with the rest of 
the block in 1986. Still standing 
across the street is the former 
location of Rumfelt Drugs. There 
was a time when those window 
displays were changed for the 
season. Particular of interest 
was the Christmas season when 
toys would be there. Rumfelt’s

Today, there’s still a 
bank, a barber, and a drug store 
in town, just in different locales.

Williamsburg stick out in my 
travels. A town that is still three 
decades behind in spots but at the 
same time having that nostalgic 
thirst quench you don’t want to 
disturb or relocate. Lord knows 
the country has enough Dollar 
Generals. They exist a mile 
apart in Bowling Green. But 
what we don’t have enough of 
are the Rexall Neon or the 7-Up 
signs still lit and welcoming to a 
bygone era.

A memory revisited from East 
Hickman regarding the railroad, 
Ryan Station, turntable, Easley 
House, and the Red Shutter, plus 
the Texaco Station and envions. 

Most will not have the vagu¬ 
est idea about Hickman thriving 
and having not one but two rail¬ 
road connections with the outer 
world. At least one came from a 
sort of disaster that struck, prob¬ 
ably in the Twenties. Even I am 
not old enough to remember that 
cataclysm, but the Nashville, 
Chattanooga, & St. Louis Rail¬ 
road served Hickman all my ear¬ 
ly life and then just disappeared 
as if by magic. The rails came 
from Nashville all along a series 
of towns in Tennessee that most 
likely arose from being where 
Section Crews were located. 
Those were normally crews that 
worked five miles or so either 
way from their base to keep the 
rails, ties, and ballast in good 
condition. That gave them ap¬ 
proximately ten miles of track¬ 
age to maintain. There was a 
Section Foreman and there were 
several men in a crew. Early on 
they worked using handcars for 
transportation and also had vari¬ 
ous specialized hand tools to do 
their work of maintenance.

Some of those towns are: 
McEwen, Waverly, Camden, 
Huntingdon, McKenzie, Glea¬ 
son, Martin, Union City, and 
then Hickman. Look along any 
old railroad and you will find a 
similar spacing of town. They 
will be about ten miles apart. 

The rails came through Wood¬ 
land Mills, State Line, Shuck’s 
Switch, on to Dodd’s Crossing, 
Stahr’s Crossing, and then down 
the hill and under the bluff to en¬ 
ter Hickman at the east side of 
downtown. Sometime or other 
the bluff caved in and took out 
that route. What to do? Well, 
they got to work and brought 
the line from Stahr’s Crossing 
on around in a broad curve to 
an area just east of the present 
Courier office, then a grocery 
store with an adjacent coal yard. 
The terminus was a bit NE of 
the old Texaco Station that was 
an important fixture at that time. 
There was a station or depot 
there called Ryan Station, and it 
was also close to a pre-Civil War 
house called the Easley House. 
More on that one later. 

Not having any further to go 
at the time, the NC & St. L folks 
made a huge pit, floored and 
lined it with Georgia limestone 
and installed a turntable so the 
engines could be turned around

to be able to proceed headfirst 
along the track. Of course there 
was a spur track so that the cars 
could be parked while the loco¬ 
motive was being turned. Ves¬ 
tiges of that facility can be found 
easily if one were interested. 
Stone from that turntable was 
used to build the stone home of 
the C. N. Holland family, and 
some was used to build a home 
on upper Catlett St. for the Mc¬ 
Clelland family. 

Later the right-of-way was 
extended further and first went 
south towards the Union City 
highway, which it crossed on a 
trestle. Curving around to the 
west the rails came sweeping 
around past the current jail, Cof¬ 
fey Construction, and on around 
past where the grainary and wire 
production companies are now. 
The rails went on into town and 
the terminus was at a nice depot. 
There is a park close by there 
now. It was across from the wa¬ 
ter works and ice plant, Barrett’s 
Furniture Store and embalming 
shop. 

Again the locomotive had 
to be turned around so it could 
pull rather than push the cars as 
it left Hickman. Accordingly, 
a Wye was built in West Hick¬ 
man so the train would come in 
headfirst and then back into the 
station. You have to visualize 
an upside down capital ‘Y’. The 
train would enter the west fork 
and then pull into the straight 
line headed south. A switch 
would be turned and the train 
would then push toward the sta¬ 
tion on the other (east) fork of 
the Y. Pretty ingenious and sim¬ 
ple. Somewhere near there the 
Illinois Central spur line from 
Dyersburg came in. That is the 
line still existing in the Lower 
Bottom. Hickman was support¬ 
ed by two railroads. 

Whenever the NC & St. L 
decided to quit; they did it as 
if overnight. Only a few could 
show where the lines were now, 
but they are fresh in my memory. 
Thanks for letting me share that 
bit of history.

Judge Martin 
looks to expand 
resources for 
food pantry 
in Hickman

“Fulton County is the highest 
in the region when it comes to 
people living below the poverty 
level and people not knowing 
where their next meal is com¬ 
ing from,” stated Fulton County 
Judge/Executive Jim Martin dur¬ 
ing a special called meeting of 
the Fulton County Fiscal Court 
on Monday, Feb. 23. “I have 
asked Bro. Jason Sipes to serve 
on a food bank task force to aid 
the county with bringing more 
outside sources to Hickman.” 

A.R.K. (Alternative Resources 
for Kentuckians) currently over¬ 
sees the food pantry located in a 
room at the Fulton County Health 
Department building. Many local 
people donate to that food pantry 
on a regular basis. 

“We could be making better 
use of those outside resources if 
we have more volunteers,” added 
Judge Martin. “We are only re¬ 
ceiving about 10% of what Hick¬ 
man could get with the help of 
others.” 

Mary Anne Medlock, with the

According to the American 
Psychological Association pets 
are good for our mental health. 
“Pets can serve as important 
sources of social and emotional 
support for ‘everyday people,’ 
not just individuals facing sig¬ 
nificant health challenges or se¬ 
nior citizens. The study found 
that pet owners were just as close 
to key people in their lives as to 
their animals, indicating no evi¬ 
dence that relationships with pets 
came at the expense of relation¬ 
ships with other people, or that 
people relied more on pets when 
their human social support was 
poorer. 

Psychologists at Miami Uni¬ 
versity and Saint Louis Univer¬ 
sity conducted experiments to 
examine the potential benefits 
of pet ownership. “We observed 
evidence that pet owners fared 
better, both in terms of well-be¬ 
ing and individual differences, 
than non-owners on several di¬ 
mensions,” says lead researcher 
Allen R. McConnell, Ph.D., of 
Miami University in Ohio. “Spe¬ 
cifically, pet owners had greater 
self-esteem, were more physi¬ 
cally fit, tended to be less lonely, 
were more conscientious, were 
more extroverted, tended to be 
less fearful and tended to be less 
preoccupied than non-owners.” 

So it seems to be true that pet 
ownership can open up a whole 
new world for senior citizens. By 
adopting older pets, seniors get 
companionship without needing 
to housebreak or train their new 
“family member.” 

For pet lovers, the joy and sat¬ 
isfaction comes from owning a 
pet rarely weakens with the pass¬ 
ing of years. The type of pet they 
desire, however, may be subject 
to change as living arrangements 
or health conditions evolve. 

Adopting older pets is a win 
for the senior who benefits from 
the companionship of the pet and 
the pet gets to spend his or her 
years in a loving home, rather 
than a shelter. 

Over time, the specific ben¬ 
efits of seniors adopting pets are 
becoming better known. As the 
above study shows, aside from 
having a constant companion 
that is always there when you 
wake up or put the key in the 
door, seniors who adopt senior 
pets seem to: 

• Have a buffer against loneli¬ 
ness 

• Maintain a clear sense of pur¬ 
pose 

• Derive a profound sense of 
satisfaction from living with an 
animal 

• Be more likely to exercise 

• Have lower blood pressure 
and a decreased likelihood of de¬ 
pression 

Pets can also act as “social lu¬ 
bricants” for seniors, who may 
not be outgoing individuals by 
nature. Pet owners are often at¬ 
tracted to one another, and the 
topic of their pets frequently 
breaks the ice and starts discus¬ 
sions. Thus improving morale, 
encouraging independence, and 
allowing seniors to handle stress 
better.

Maintenance employee Lisa 
Callison said despite the damage 
that occurred, the alarm system 
played a big role in preventing a 
bigger problem. 

“Had that alarm not went off, 
this would have been a major 
disaster,” said Mrs. Callison. 
“Evidently it was not long after 
the pipe broke that the alarm 
went off. If it had not, there is no 
telling how much water would 
have poured into this building. It 
would have been very bad.” 

After the break, water ran down 
the walls and through the ceiling 
on the northeast corner, damaging 
ceiling tiles, soaking carpets and 
flooring and even leaving water 
inside of some lighting fixtures. 

Mrs. Callison said the most 


severe damage appeared to have 
occurred in the lower floor offices 
of the Court Designated Worker 
and Drivers Testing Office, with 
soaked flooring and electronic 
equipment. 

During Monday’s Fiscal Court 
meeting, Tommy Hodges said 
KACO (Kentucky Association of 
Counties) organized a response 
team from Nashville to help assist 
in the clean-up, with the crew 
arriving Saturday night at 6:30 
and spending about six hours at 
the scene. 

Hodges said by Monday the 
third floor had been dried, with 
some remaining work ongoing 
on the second floor and bottom 
floor. 

All court proceedings were also 
to be continue uninterrupted this 
week following the water issue. 


City Fairs Well 
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“One motor vehicle accident 
with injuries (they weren’t life 
threatening) did occur,” added 
Fulton County Dispatch Super¬ 
visor Robert Griggs. “The busi¬ 
est periods for us were Friday 
night, Feb. 20 and Saturday, Feb. 
21, when the rapidly changing 
weather conditions made travel 
quite a challenge.” 

To show the severity of the haz¬ 
ardous road conditions, the Ful¬ 
ton County Sheriff’s Office took 
a short video of the curve on State 
Route 125 (Union City Highway) 
just past “the Y” on Friday night. 
“It was posted on their Facebook 
page,” noted Griggs. “As the vid¬ 
eo showed, the curve was very 
slick and tough to navigate for 
all vehicles—even the state’s salt 
truck.” The weather station re¬ 
corded .39 inches of rain falling 
on Friday, Feb. 20. 

Flooding became an issue on 
Saturday, Feb. 21 as 2.23 inches 
of rain fell over the area causing 
water to pool on top of snow and 
ice covered roadways. The low 
Sunday night, Feb. 22 - Mon¬ 
day morning, Feb. 23 dropped to 
14.9. 

“Hickman Electric is glad to 
announce that we have not had 
any outages during this cold 
weather event,” reported Hick¬ 
man Electric System Manager 
Dale Vowell. 

Greg Grissom, President and 
CEO of Hickman-Fulton Coun¬ 
ties RECC reported very mini¬ 
mal damage during Friday night 
and Saturdary mornings weather 
event. 

“The one outage we had was 
in the northern part of our ser¬ 
vice territory in Carlisle County,” 
added Ward Morgan with RECC. 
“There were about 80 members 
affected for about five hours by 
this outage. The weather con¬ 
ditions made the travel for our 
linemen very difficult. Over the 
past few years since the 2009 ice 
storm we have changed poles, 
shorten spans, and did a complete

sectionalizing plan. We have seen 
this pay off with better reliability 
during events such as this.” 

Hickman City Manager Johnny 
McTurner reported that the By- 
Pass Lift Station had a pump go 
down. “We spent all day Monday 
replacing the pump,” he added. 
“We also ordered additional salt 
for the roads from the state.” 

McTurner asked Hickman resi¬ 
dents to understand that public 
works has been doing everything 
they can to clear city streets. “We 
can not move ice,” he said. “We 
also have an issue with dead end 
streets and culdesacs. We need to 
be going a certain speed to clear 
the road and on those streets 
reaching those speeds is not safe. 
We are doing everything we can 
to clear all Hickman streets.” 

Following that first snow fall, 
Hickman City Mayor David Lat- 
tus signed a Declaration of a local 
State of Emergency for the city.

vigilance on behalf of the City to 
provide basic safety and neces¬ 
sary services for the citizens of 
the City and

creates a considerable hardship 
for the citizens of the City of 
Hickman and 

“WHEREAS, local govern¬ 
ment has the responsibility to 
protect the public health, safety 
and welfare, and to mitigate the 
effects of such events; 

“NOW, THEREFORE, I David 
Lattus, Mayor of the City of Hick¬ 
man, Kentucky, by the authority 
vested in me by KRS 39A.100 
(2), do hereby declare that a State 
of Emergency exists in Hickman, 
Kentucky for the beginning on 
February 16, 2015 and ongoing 
as additional snowfall is forecast, 
including wind gusts in excess of 
45 mph accompanied by subzero 
temps in the days following, and 
direct....”

School improvement projects move forward

Moving forward with 
the Fulton County Schools 
Guaranteed Energy Savings 
Contract all five school board 
members met with Ernie 
Tacogue and Michael Anderson 
of Harshaw Trane during a 
planning session on Thursday, 
Feb. 19. Tacogue updated the 
board on the energy conservation 
measure summarizing the overall 
scope and plan of the project. 

Items to be addressed at each 
building include: 

• Fulton County Elementary/ 
Middle School - new high 
efficiency HVAC system, new 
web-based controls system, new 
cooler/freezer condensing units 
outside, new interior and exterior 
LED lighting, new T-5 hi-bay 
fluorescent in gymnasium, new 
dropped ceilings throughout 
the building, measurement and 
verification, and intelligent 
services - energy management. 

• Fulton County High School 
- variable pumping upgrades, 
optimize existing building 
automation system, optimize 


existing building automation 
system, new t-5 hi-bay fluorescent 
in gymnasium and Ag shop, new 
exterior LED lighting, water 
conservation, measurement 
and verification, and intelligent 
services - energy management. 

• Board Office - new t-5 
fluorescent in storage area and 
new exterior LED lighting. 

Following Tacogue’s update, 
the board heard from Mark 
Rawlings with Hilliard and 
Lyons on the process of bonding. 
A special called meeting will be 
required once the final numbers 
for the project are in. “We need 
to have the meeting next week 
to keep within the allotted time 
frame,” explained Rawlings. 
“Three weeks after the approval 
we will have the bond sale.” The 
planned timing for state approval, 
bonding, sale and bidding of 
the project all coincide with the 
construction taking place while 
school is out during the summer 
months when school is not in 
session. 

Other items identified for 
upgrades and improvements 
were presented by Scott Noel 


with N3D. “Restrooms, windows 
and security at the elementary/ 
middle school are in the scope 
of the project,” he said. “A lot 
is contingent on the overall 
numbers.” 

The project total cost is 
estimated at $1,115,000 with 
$940,000 being allotted for 
construction costs. “This project 
will result in a more inviting front 
entrance while also providing 
more security for the school, 
added Noel. The two combined 
projects total $4.1 million worth 
of renovations. This does not 
include the $200,000 worth of 
renovations completed at the 
Fulton County Area Technology 
Center (ATC). 

The second project addressed 
by Noel was the ATC Boiler 
Contract. “Bids have been 
opened and we have spoken with 
the contractor,” he informed the 
board. “The boiler and equipment 
have been ordered and expected 
delivery is the end of March. 
Depending on the temperature, 
we could possibly change it out 
over spring break.”

Busting the Myths of Leadership 
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1977: Downtown fire of Ben Franklin may cause business loss 


Editor’s Note: This article 
ran in the Hickman Courier 
on November 10, 1977. Some 
consider this as a definite turning 
point in the economic downturn 
in Hickman. Many have fond 
memories of this store and some 
of their comments are listed at 
the end of this article. 

The blaze which destroyed a 
section of the Hickman business 
district early last Friday morning 
could result in an economic 
setback to the city. 

Ben Franklin Store, the city’s 
only five and dime variety store, 
and the adjoining building which 
housed the Coy Robinson antique 
store, located on the north side of 
Clinton Street, were destroyed 
by the fire which was reported 
by a passerby at 5:10 a.m. 

Fire Chief Bill Ramsey said 
the fire was sighted from a hill 
above the street which runs 
parallel to the Mississippi River. 
It was already engulfing the mid¬ 
section of the brick building and 
moving toward the rear of the 
structure when the members of 
the Hickman Fire Department 
arrived at the scene. 

Firemen who remained at the 
scene throughout the morning 
managed to confine the blaze 
to the two buildings. Dobson’s 
department store, owned and 
operated by Julius Falkoff of 
Union City, received only smoke 
and water damage. 

A building located on the 
corner, owned by John Pearson 
and adjoining the antique shop, 
was vacant. The extent of 
damage to that building was not 
determined. 

Frances Amberg said she 
owned the building leased by W. 
M. Adams of Fulton, operator 
of the Ben Franklin Store. Mr. 
Adams, who also operates the 
variety store in Fulton, had 
leased the building since 1957. 
Maxine Cooper was the store 
manager. 

The owners of the buildings 
watched the work of firemen and 
asked that they be commended 
for the manner in which they had 
controlled the blaze which at one 
time threatened the entire city 
block. 

The value of the buildings 
and their contents has not 
been estimated. Firemen will 
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investigate the cause of the fire, 
Chief Ramsey said. 

Mr. Adams was unable to 
estimate the damage to his store 
which was gutted by the flames. 

However, Adams did say all 
his Christmas items had arrived 
at the store and he was preparing 
for the holiday season. “There is 
no way the insurance will cover 
the loss considering the season,” 

The destroyed stores were 
located on Clinton Street in the 
downtown area. The stores were 
located in the mid-section of 
several connecting stores. 

Ramsey said a firewall located 
between the destroyed stores 
and Dobson’s aided firemen in 
containing the blaze. 

Adams said he did not know 
if he would relocate the store. 
He described the destroyed 
structure as an older building 
with modern fixtures. The store 
was comprised of two stories 
with a partial basement. 

Comments from some who 
remember the days when the

“Jennifer knew Squizz was 
looking for a generator and found 
what he was looking for in Martin, 
Tenn. Jennifer bought it and 
brought it back to him,” Becky 
said. “Squizz had just about 
bought one (within minutes) that 
was not near as good as the one 
she had found and the one she 
found was a really good deal. 
She called him while he was 
at another store and the rest is 
history. So thoughtful...” 

Another Hickman couple, 
Doug and Kathy Goodman, were 
responsible for the second good 
deed the Robersons received 
last week. “Doug and Kathy 


Goodman picked me up and 
carried me to work as Squizz 
needed my vehicle to get in the 
school parking lot as his truck is 
too light, plus I’m not driving in 
this weather,” commented Becky. 
“They had told me at Church 
Sunday that they would be glad to 
pick me up. So Doug and Kathy 
were kind enough to get me to 
work and back and with a warm 
cinnamon roll waiting on me!” 

A surprise was waiting on the 
Robersons when they returned 
home later that day. “Squizz 
came home that same day and 
someone had grated our driveway 
and we had no idea who did it,” 
Becky added. “I found out later 
in the day it was Doug Goodman 
and his workers. They also took 
the time to clear my parents 
driveway also! We are so blessed 
to have these people in our lives 
and to live in a community where 
people really do care about one 
another!!” 

On Wednesday, Feb. 18 John 
Amberg with Public Works for 
the City of Hickman cleared part 
of the Courier’s lot, as did Jay 
Black. 

“The city came out and scraped 
and salted Upper Catlett so my 
mom could get off her road,” 
noted Christina Boyle. “They 
did a great job and really are 
continuing to do good at keeping 
roads clear and safe as possible. 

It probably goes without 
saying that many farmers and 
individuals with the equipment to 
plow driveways and parking lots 
stepped up and helped out last 
week. There is no way to know 
who they all are, but those who 
were on the receiving side of 
their generosity are thankful for 
their good deeds and random acts 
of kindness.

Purchase Area Development 
District, said, “We are excited to 
help provide more food to Hick¬ 
man. Reports are now available 
on line.” Programs currently 
available include the Commod¬ 
ity Program and Feed America 
which provides meat, bread, pro¬ 
duce, etc. for 19 cents a pound. 
“There is also a back pack pro¬ 
gram where we bring back pack 
bags of food for children for $100 
a year and the back packs are 
distributed through Family Re¬ 
source Centers,” Medlock said. 
Medlock added that 423 students 
in the region already benefit from 
this program. “There should 
be funding for Hickman-Ful- 
ton County,” she added.
